STABBING ARREST 

Cops cuff Terrace circle suspect, but family cries foul

Police have arrested an 18-year- 
old man from Williamsburg for 
the stabbing of a fellow teen near 
a notorious Windsor Terrace plaza 
last month. 

The suspect is facing attempted 
murder and other charges for al- 
legedly stabbing a 19-year-old 
man multiple times in the back 
and torso on 1 5th Street near Bar- 


tel-Pritchard Square, at the south- 
west corner of Prospect Park, on 
Aug. 23. The late-night shank- 
ing, which left a bloody mess on 
the sidewalk and in the lobby of 
a neighborhood apartment build- 
ing, came after an argument at a 
party spilled out into the street 
and turned into a brawl involving 
20 youths, witnesses said. 

“There was a lot of scream- 
ing and a lot of yelling. These 


kids were out of control,” said 
Tom Prendergast on the morn- 
ing after the stabbing. Prender- 
gast’s son filmed the nighttime 
commotion from their seventh- 
floor apartment, a few floors up 
from where the party was held, 
according to Prendergast. 

The altercation started around 
1:30 am with 20 youngsters argu- 
ing on Prospect Park Southwest, 
across the street from Brooklyn’s 


backyard, according to Prender- 
gast, who says his son’s video 
captures the moments before the 
stabbing. 

The video appears to show a 
fight break out (around the 2:10 
mark) between two individu- 
als and spiral into a many-per- 
son melee. Several people shove 
one another, one person is tripped, 
and a group chase ensues, caus-

Levin's new bill would force look at neighborhood impact

Call it the Freedom of Film 
Information Act. 

C ouncilman Steve Levin ( D- 
Williamsburg) is pushing a new 
law that could put a damper on 
Mayor Bloomberg’s legacy of 
bending over backwards for 
Hollywood. 

The law would force film- 
makers to cough up data on 
what movie shoots do to neigh- 
borhoods, which the incumbent 
councilman says is ignored in fa- 
vor of glowing reviews of the in- 
dustry’s economic impact. 

“We know anecdotally that 
there is a lot of filming out there, 
but without the data, it’s hard to 
measure the impact and develop 
policy,” Levin said.

The Mayor’s Office of Film, 
Theatre and Broadcasting boasts 
on its web site that entertain- 
ment execs are spending $2 bil- 
lion more in New York annu- 
ally than they did in 2002, when 
Bloomberg took office, but the 
site offers no way for residents 
to find out which film crew ex- 
actly has been leaving wrappers 
on their stoop. 

The bill, if passed, would force 
the city to provide residents with 
an online database showing how 
many times their streets have been 
used for filming. The law would 
also require the city to divulge 
the public costs, in addition to 
the benefits, of filming in pub- 
lic spaces.

Buy Brooklyn art before it's made! 

Trendy farm share model is now being applied to creative produce

Farm shares are all the rage among 
Brooklyn locavores and it was only a 
matter of time before the model, which 
has participants purchase a season’s 
worth of veggies sight unseen, hit the 
art world. 

As any Park Sloper worth her gra- 
nola knows, a traditional farm share 
is cheaper than buying greens at the 
grocery store. The catch is that rather 
than selecting choice items in the pro- 
duce aisle, the buyer gets an assort- 
ment of fruits and vegetables in a box 
delivered by the same nearby farm 
each week. In the art version, instead 
of radishes and radicchio, subscrib- 
ers can sign up for a basket of water- 
color and wall sculpture. 

The enterprising folks at Commu- 
nity Supported Art and Design are 
now offering a grab bag of six works 
from six different artists for the up- 
front price of $500, which organizers 



say is a bargain-basement rate that will 
allow art lovers to take home great 
works without the social anxiety of 
highfalutin gallery openings. 

“There’s a lot of people out there 
who are maybe intimidated by gal- 
lery culture,” said Dianne Debicella, 
the art share’s cofounder and a direc- 
tor at the art advocacy group Frac- 
tured Atlas. 

The asking price comes out to just 
$83.33 per piece and, in keeping with 
the farm share theme, the 12 partic- 
ipating artists are overwhelmingly 
Brooklyn based. 

Would-be subscribers can check out 
six of the featured artists on the art 
share web site, minimizing the risk 
of buyer’s remorse. The artists were 
selected by a jury of art experts from 
300 applications. 

Half of the fall shares have yet to 
be bought. The shares will be avail- 
able to pick up from Cobble Hill’s Re- 
cession Art on Sept. 21. 


Art lovers will not get quite this much with their purchase, but these 
two sculptors, Adam Frezza and Terri Chiao, are among several lo- 
cals included in the art share deal.

King of diamonds 

Outfielder Jared King 
easily had the best batting 
average for the Cyclones last 
week, as he hit .320 in all 


seven games played. He also 
led the team with four runs 
scored, but didn’t record any 
RBIs. King is batting .271 for 
the year and leads the Cy- 
clones with 32 runs scored 
on the season. 

Complete game 

Starting pitcher John 
Gant pitched the only 
complete game for the Cy- 
clones this season on Aug. 
28 against Tri-City. Gant 
pitched all nine innings, 
allowing only one hit and 
one walk, while striking out 
six batters. Gant is second in 
both the team and the New 
York-Penn League with 79 
strikeouts on the year. He is

How I learned to love 
baseball & Brooklyn 


U p to just three months ago, I 
would have told people that 
I grew up a big sports fan. I 
would have told them I had watched 
and remembered every Super Bowl 
since the 1999 season, when I was 
just 11 years old. 

But if asked about my thoughts on 
baseball, I would have a less solid an- 
swer.

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Empire strikes back 

Brooklyn Bridge Park warehouse redevelopment 
will bring offices, retail, and even new park space

The abandoned Empire 
Stores and Tobacco Ware- 
house buildings in Dumbo 
are officially on the road to 
redevelopment, the city an- 
nounced on Wednesday. 

The Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Board of Directors se- 
lected Midtown Equities 
to transform the buildings 
into a massive complex with 
space for restaurants, events, 
stores, and offices, the city 
announced, saying that the 
project will preserve history 
and help fund the park’s up- 
keep indefinitely. 

"This is an historic mo- 
ment for Brooklyn Bridge 
Park,” said Regina Myer, 
president of the Brooklyn 
Bridge Park board, in a state- 
ment. “In addition to securing 
the park’s financial stability, 
these long-vacant warehouses 
allow us to recognize the im- 
portant part our park plays 
in the history of the Brook- 
lyn waterfront.” 

The board also confirmed 
that Saint Ann’s Warehouse, a 
local theater company, would 
lead the redevelopment of the 
Tobacco Warehouse into a 
theater, as The Brooklyn Pa- 
per previously reported. Con- 
struction will begin in early 
2014 and end in fall 2015, the 
city said. 



The city expects that Brooklyn Bridge Park will complete its redevelopment of 
the Empire Stores by 2015. The development will include a public roof terrace. 


The seven Empire Store 
warehouses, each four to 
five stories high, were origi- 
nally built between 1869 and 
1885 andhave been abandoned 
since the 1960s. Now, Mid- 
town Equities is entering a 96- 
year lease of the buildings. 

The city predicts that the 
new facilities will provide at 
least $60 million dollars to 
fund the park over the next 
century. 


The new development will 
also include a small addition 
to the parkland at Washing- 
ton Street, replacing a park- 
ing lot and industrial build- 
ings. The Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Corporation said that it 
plans to include a larger lawn, 
an improved dog run, a rock 
climbing wall, and an indoor 
educational space. 

This pleased even park ac- 
tivists who have long fought 


the takeover of the park for 
private use. Longtime park 
board critic Tony Manheim 
welcomed the new park space 
and shrugged at the redevel- 
opment plan. 

“We were not expecting 
the Empire Stores to be torn 
down and turned into park- 
land,” he said. “The redevel- 
opment doesn’t seem terribly 
offensive to me personally as 
long as it aids park uses.” 


Feud’s common ground 

Ft Greene soccer foes unite over Commodore Barry plan

They will come, but will 
you build it already? 

Soccer crusaders who once 
squared off over where to put 
a ball field in Fort Greene 
have united around the idea 
of installing one in an un- 
loved asphalt lot in Commo- 
dore Barry Park. 

Tom Wentworth has spent 
much of this year pushing for 
the parks department to cover 
the lot in artificial turf and nay- 
saying the parallel proposal by 
Mitchell Ratchik, who wanted 
to upgrade a dirt patch in Fort 
Greene Park where people 
play pickup games. But now 
Ratchik is on board with the 
blacktop idea and the passion-

ate pair are confident that the 
Parks Department will hear 
their plea. 

“Parks is really into turf- 
ing fields, especially if it’s on 
concrete slabs that are not be- 
ing used,” Wentworth said. 

All that is missing, they 
say, is public pressure, which 
is where their petition comes 
in. The appeal already has 
more than 100 signatures and 
may pick up steam now that 
Ratchik has dropped his ri- 
val entreaty. 

Installing a basic turf field 
would take 4 to 5 million dol- 
lars, according to Wentworth, 
and it is a sum he says local 
pols could easily provide. 

“It’s what city councilors

K ids that gamble are three times more likely to drink, four times more likely to smoke 
and four times more likely to be in trouble with the law. According to the New York 
Council on Public Gambling, in New York state 48% of seventh to 1 2th graders re- 
ported that they had gambled within the past year, 1 0% have had problems due to their 
gambling and an additional 1 0% are at risk for problem gambling. 

So what can parents of young children do now? They can be a good role model. Look 
for opportunities to talk to your children. Children need to know that gambling is not a 
way to make money and the majority of gamblers will lose. Our children are exposed 
to gambling messages at a very young age from lottery tickets at the grocery store to 
internet and television that portray gambling as exciting and easy money. Parents can 
make a difference on how children respond to these messages.

ing the crowd to run in all 
directions. 

About a minute later in the 
video, a person wearing white 
shorts, a dark-colored shirt, 
and black gloves is seen run- 
ning out of Bartel-Pritchard 
Square and into the lobby of 
the building where the video 
was shot. 

Investigators say the vic- 
tim is a gang member but have 
not released his name. 

Family members of the al- 
leged attacker say that the 
teen has been wrongfully 
accused. 

“We personally feel he did 
not do it,” said a man who 


claims to be the man’s uncle 
and asked not to be named. 
“My nephew is not a trou- 
bled kid.” 

The arrest came three days 
after the stabbing and the sus- 
pect is currently behind bars 
at a juvenile detention cen- 
ter on Rikers Island with a 
bail set at $75,000, accord- 
ing to jail documents. 

The suspect’s lawyer from 
the Legal Aid Society did not 
return calls for comment by 
press time. 

Neighbors have com- 
plained for years that Bartel- 
Pritchard Square is a hot spot 
for young people who drink, 
brawl, and deal drugs.

The art has landed! 


Massive sculpture appears outside Barclays Center

What if an asteroid landed 
outside the Barclays Center 
and no one noticed? 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
most Brooklynites walking 
past the 18,000-seat arena at 
Flatbush and Atlantic ave- 
nues failed to notice the mas- 
sive meteor-like sculpture 
that appeared on the plaza 
in front of the venue last Fri- 
day morning. 

“I didn’t even know it was 
there — I was just waiting 
for the bus,” said Prospect 
Fleights resident Mo Donalds, 
standing steps away from the 
10,000-pound, 20-foot-tall 
bronze heap. 

The sculpture by re- 
nowned German-born art- 
ist Ursula VonRydingsvard 
was installed by crane over- 
night last week. VonRydings- 
vard first made the intricate 
art piece named “Ona” — 
which translates to “she” 
or “her” in Polish — out of 
wood and then sent it to a 
foundry to have it cast in 
bronze. It was permanently 
mounted underneath the cir- 
cular opening in the arena’s 
roof and surrounded by about 
a dozen light fixtures in the 
ground ,so that the piece will 
be illuminated at night. Ona 
conjured monuments of the 
natural world for first-time 



viewers, once it was pointed 
out to them. 

“It looks like a cliff,” said 
Ernest Singleton of Bedford- 
Stuyvesant, who at first did 
not realize that he was in the 
shadow of a towering sculp- 
ture. 

The Barclays Center com- 
missioned the mammoth work 
about a year ago with the inten- 
tion to show thatthe nearly one- 
year-old arena is more than just 
the home of Brooklyn Nets, 
arena officials said 

“We’re trying to be very 
varied so that we feel like 
everyone has a sense of wel- 
come and that it feels like this 
is part of their community,” 
said David Berliner, the chief 
operating officer of Forest 
City Ratner, the developer 
behind the arena. 

Berliner would not disclose 
how much Barclays Center 
paid VonRydingsvard to create 
the sculpture because reveal- 
ing that information would be 
“tacky,” he said. 

Most polled Brooklynites 
agreed that the desertous tex- 
ture of the art piece meshes 
well with the Barclays Cen- 
ter’s intentionally rusted 
look. But some passersby 
were quick to offer their 
ideas for a redesign. 

“They should have put a

the horse, Hogan and his buddy Smith 
came up with slogan, “Run For Your 
Lives,” before they came up with an 
event to go along with it.

Change of art 

The storefront gate of a new art gallery has 
the Star of David on it, and its previous own- 
ers’ sum signage was simply “African Hair 
Braiding.” 

Beford Stuvesant’s fast-changing demo- 
graphics through- 
out its history have 
made for a number 
of seemingly off- 
beat sightings, like 
an African-Amer- 
ican church dis- 
playing such Jew- 
ish symbols as the 
mezuzah — and 
Elgin Gallery on Tompkins Avenue is a sign 
of things still to come for the neighborhood, 
says owner and artist Dana James. 

“We are bringing some very established art- 
ists to this unassuming area, as well as excep- 
tional emerging artists who are in need of rep- 
resentation,” wrote James in an email.

At the inaugural show “Honorable Beasts,” 
opening on Sept. 20, art goers can see Austra- 
lian painter Glenn Brady’s painting “Woman 
in the Field,” which is oil on pasteboard. 

As its title indicates, the work goes back 
to a simpler, if not primitive form of paint- 
ing, displaying an abstract, Picassoesque fe- 
male figure reclined on a pitch-black slope. 
The shadowy foreground engulfs the woman 
and her visage seems to be carved out from 
the darkness. 

In the background there’s a spot of color, 
an orange field in the distance, trees lining 
the horizon. This juxtaposition evokes the 
passing of time, as if the clouds above bring 
a nighttime in one place, and a daylight re- 
prieve in another. 

Other artists included in the show are James, 
Lizbeth Mitty, R.M. Fischer, Glenn Brady, Dena 
Paige Fischer, Rachel Slekmen, and Derek Bern- 
stein. They range from people who have had 
their work in galleries since the ’70s to new 
and upcoming artists. 

James herself has shown her work regu- 
larly since 2008 when she graduated from the 
School of Visual Arts.

I spy music 

This band has the power of avant garde. 

In composing tight melodies that form the 
anchors for sprawling improvisational songs, 
the Brooklyn-based psychedelic band Nymph 
channels legends such Can and Sun Ra. 

“I love pop music and its form, but it’s so chal- 
lenging to push the 
boundaries and use 
techniques of rep- 
etition and pulsat- 
ing rhythms to cre- 
ate a trance of epic 
listening,” said 
Nymph founder 
and lead com- 
poser Matty Mc- 
Dermott. 

The seven-piece band incorporates jazz, 
progressive rock and African rhythmic sounds 
into frenzied, extended jams that could take 
a turn at any moment. 

McDermott, who plays guitar, founded 
Nymph as a solo recording project in his bed- 
room seven years ago. Shortly after, he added 
his girlfriend, Eri Shoji, as vocalist. Soon, the 
band was touring across the United States. 

While they were in Athens, Ga., they made 
friends. They connected with another psyche- 
delic band called Dark Meat and started to 
share shows and support each other. Even- 
tually, Nymph absorbed the five members 
of the 15 -piece Dark Meat who moved up to 
Brooklyn.

A Prospect Heights bo- 
dega that found itself on 
the sidelines of the red car- 
pet for the MTV Video Music 
Awards last Sunday is now 
trying to pawn a piece of the 
action. 

Dubai Mini Mart is just 
steps away from the Bar- 
clays Center and last Sun- 
day it served as an unwitting 
backdrop to the star-studded 
event. The bodega’s owners 
got their hands on a large 
swatch of the pop star-trod- 
den floor mat and they are 
confident some super-fan out 
there will pay top dollar for 
a piece of it. 

“Someone who is a big fan 
of Lady Gaga or Katy Perry 
would definitely want this,” 
said Abdul Ibrahim, a man- 
ager at the bodega on Dean 
Street at Sixth Avenue. 

For now, the shopkeep- 
ers are keeping the 12-feet- 
by-12-feet stretch of carpet 
rolled up next to the plantain 
chips, but they are selling it 
on Ebay, where the bidding 
starts at $500. Celebrity- 
crazed shoppers who can- 
not bear the suspense of a 
bidding war also have the 
option to “buy it now” for a 
cool $5,000. Would-be own- 
ers should move quickly, 
though, because the auc- 
tion ends on Monday (bid- 
ding has already been ex- 
tended one week). 

Ibrahim said that 24- 
hour bodega’s employees 
befriended members of the 
awards show set-up crew in 
the days leading up to the 
massive event by letting 
them use the bathroom and 
chatting over egg and cheese 


sandwiches. The two-hour 
red carpet session jammed 
Sixth Avenue with celebri- 
ties and the screaming fans 
who love them. But once the 
blowout got going inside the 
Barclays Center, it was time 
to break down the outdoor set 
and, when Dubai proprietors 
asked on a whim for a sec- 
tion of the crimson ground 
covering, the MTV grunts 
obliged. 

Whether anyone is will- 
ing to cough up $500 for a 
fuzzy piece of fabric that Mi- 
ley Cyrus may or may not 
have walked on remains to 
be seen. As of Friday morn- 
ing, no one had bid on the col- 
lector’s item, something one 


Brooklyn resident said had 
more to do with what MTV 
represents than the difficulty 
potential buyers face in stor- 
ing the bulky bundle. 

“[The red carpet is] from 
a network designed to de- 
stroy individuality and the 
celebration of the common 
man,” Park Sloper Anthony 
Lombardi said, adding that 
he would not spend a dime 
on it. 

The owner of the bodega 
is not worried, though. He 
said that if no one purchases 
the rug then he will use it to 
carpet his basement, accord- 
ing to Ibrahim. 

As of Wednesday night, no 
one had bid on the item.

are used to bringing back to 
their districts,” he said of the 
cost, adding that the plan 
has the support of Olanike 
Alabi, who is running for 
a council seat in the 35th 
district. 

Some soccer players — 
including the youth-focused 
Young Rock Soccer league 
— have come out in support 
of the petition, but not all 
ball handlers are so gung ho 
about the idea. The people 


behind the pick-up games in 
Fort Greene Park say that 
playing in a dirt patch helps 
keep the games free of fees, 
sign-ups, and bureaucratic 
headaches that would kill 
their casual vibe. 

“I would rather see it 
stay as is,” said Dave Al- 
len, a Clinton Hill resident 
who says he’s been kicking a 
ball around the dust bowl for 
15 years. “A lot of wonder- 
ful things go on here.” 

Wentworth counters that 


if a well-constructed fence 
goes up around the dirt patch 
during a spring re-seeding, 
the renegade players will not 
have any choice but to play 
on a well-made field. 

“I think it’s harder and 
harder to have pick-up games 
of soccer anywhere like this,” 
Wentworth said. 

A spokeswoman from the 
parks department was mum 
on the subject of a new field, 
saying only that the office 
has not received Wentworth’s 
proposal and that such a proj - 
ect would need community 
support and funding.

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Ambulances still a no-show at UCH

The state missed a Tuesday 
deadline to restore ambulance 
service to Long Island College 
Hospital, leaving the embattled 
Cobble Hill institution with- 
out emergency service despite 
a stern court order. 

It was unclear at press time 
if the deadline was postponed 
by a judge or if the order was 
simply ignored by the hospital 
operators at the State Lfni ver- 


sify ofNew York, but a spokes- 
man for the fire department, 
which runs the ambulance ser- 
vice, said that it had not re- 
ceived any notice to stop send- 
ing ambulances elsewhere. 

Brooklyn Supreme Court 
Judge Carolyn Demarest had 
previously ordered the univer- 
sity to restore ambulance ser- 
vice and other departments by 
Aug. 26, but she extended that 
deadline to 2:30 pm on Sept. 
3 after hospital staffers said 


they did not have enough help 
to reopen their doors. 

“[The state is] working in 
good faith with all the j udges to 
settle all the issues surround- 
ing Long Island College Hos- 
pital,’ ’ state university spokes- 
man Robert Bellafiore said 
ahead of the deadline, but he 
would not divulge whether the 
state has taken any steps to- 
wards reopening the hospi- 
tal in full. 

The state only has control of 


the hospital while doctors look 
for another operator, thanks to 
an earlier, bombshell ruling by 
Demarest that accused state of- 
ficials of taking over with the 
intention of shutting the hos- 
pital down and selling off the 
valuable land it sits on. 

Which is exactly how the 
state says it was planning to 
pay the money it owes the 
hospital. Demarest did not 
say when the state must re- 
plenish the hospital’s en- 


dowment but, stripped of a 
potential $500-million-dol- 
lar payday from closing and 
selling the hospital, state offi- 
cials may plead poverty when 
the issue is pressed. 

The state first diverted am- 
bulances in June, which an- 
other judge ruled illegal. The 
state appealed that ruling and 
has kept the emergency room 
closed to all patients except 
those with minor injuries. 

Hospital staffers fighting 


the closure have gotten a hand 
in recent months from public 
advocate andDemocratic may- 
oral hopeful Bill DeBlasio. 

Last Friday, DeBlasio filed 
a “motion to intervene” in the 
heated case, asking a judge 
to let community members 
have a say in who will next 
run the hospital and calling for 
a plan to protect medical re- 
cords and other hospital prop- 
erty from potential exploita- 
tion or theft.

bluegrass musicians, includ- 
ing Smokey Hormel and the 
Luna Sisters. 

“It was very gratifying 
to have all these folks come 
out to show their friendship,” 
Balzano said. 

The party punctuated an 
outpouring of support that 
started not long after Sandy 
struck, flooding the base- 
ment and almost drowning 
Johansen. 

The bar did not qual- 
ity for a disaster assistance 
loan, so its owners turned to 
the community for aid. The 
barkeeps were able to pay for 
more than $100,000 in major 
structural and electrical re- 
pairs through benefit parties 


and online fund-raising cam- 
paigns. Put it this way: Sun- 
ny’s fans are passionate about 
their preferred pub. 

“[Sunny’s Bar is] a com- 
munity of people who con- 
gregate at the last bar at the 
end of the world,” said bar 
regular Dean Haspiel, who 
helped organize a Sunny’s 
benefit. “It’s a place where 
the bluegrass music uplifts 
your soul as you knock back 
amber gold within eye-shot of 
the Statue of Liberty.” 

“I’m happy to see their front 


door open again,” he added. 

Balzano, whose grand- 
father opened the watering 
hole in 1890, said he plans to 
transform the facade into a 
blackboard where patrons can 
sign their names and create a 
living memorial to the com- 
munity’s support. The bar re- 
opened with an expanded out- 
door area in back. 

The pint puller said that 
the future is bright for him, 
his family, and the saloon that 
bears his name — now that 
the doors are open again. 

“We can now begin to 
make a living,” Balzano 
said, beaming.

torney with New York Public 
Interest Research Group, “but 
it completely undermines 
New York’s campaign fi- 
nance laws, which encour- 
age the candidates to spend 
a reasonable amount of time 
campaigning for the support 
of their constituents.” 

City campaign finance 
laws impose strict spend- 
ing caps on candidates, in 
exchange for government 
matching the small contri- 
butions of folks living in their 
districts — amplifying the 
effect of grassroots support 
from constituents while at the 
same time limiting the role of 
money in campaigns. 

“At the city level, with the 
low-level spending limits and 
matching funds, candidates 
are going to spend more time 
reaching out to people who 
actually live in the district 
and spend time actually talk- 
ing to them,” said Bill Ma- 


honey, a research coordinator 
with the New York Public In- 
terest Research Group. 

But following the 2010 Su- 
preme Court decision favor- 
ing Citizens United — which 
held that individuals and cor- 
porations can spend unlim- 
ited amounts to support their 
favored candidates — this 
year’s council race marks the 
first time that so-called super 
PACs have been let off their 
leash in New York. 

As long as the group dis- 
closes its donors and does 
not coordinate directly with 
candidates, a super PAC can 
spend as much as it pleases 
on their behalf, effectively 
rendering campaign spend- 
ing limits irrelevant. 

Jobs forNew York, a super 
PAC backed by the Real Es- 
tate Board ofNew York and 
several construction-trade 
unions, is showing how dra- 
matic this effect can be. 

Under the city’s campaign 


finance system, candidates 
are only allowed to spend 
$168,000 in a primary, but 
Jobs for New York has al- 
ready spent $120,000 on be- 
half of assemblyman Alan 
Maisel, who is running in 
the Sept. 10 Democratic pri- 
mary against businesswoman 
Mercedes Narcisse to replace 
the term-limited Lew Fidler 
on the council. 

Narcisse’s campaign man- 
ager, Michael Roberts, said 
that his candidate’s support of 
the Small Business Survival 
Jobs Act, which gives small 
businesses greater leverage 
in negotiating fair terms for 
property leases and which lan- 
guished in City Hall forthree 
years due to opposition from 
groups like Jobs forNew York, 
precludes the PAC from giv- 
ing her its support. 

The group’s efforts, which 
even Maisel refers to as a 
“shadow campaign,” are en- 
tirely independent of the can- 
didate, and the assemblyman 
claims that he was oblivious 
to it until he discovered that 
somebody had begun mail- 


ing out campaign fliers be- 
fore he did. 

"I found out about it acci- 
dentally,” Maisel said. “Some- 
body brought me a flier, and 
I said, ‘we didn’t sent out any 
mail.’ We had no idea it was 
coming.” 

Even Maisel seemed trou- 
bled by the amount of support 
he is getting from folks he has 
never met. 

“I just think in some ways 
it’s an obscene amount of 
money,” he said. “They sent 
out four different fliers in the 
mail — gloss fliers, very ex- 
pensive, some well done, some 
not so much — but they’ve 
done more in the last two or 
three weeks than some will do 
for their entire campaign.” 

So far, Jobs for New York 
has poured $1.35 million 
into this year’s council races 
city-wide, and is supporting 
Brooklyn candidates Mark 
Treyger ($43,868), Sara Gon- 
zalez ($167,341), and Laurie 
Cumbo ($79,715) in addition 
to Maisel. 

Jobs for New York did not 
return calls for comment.

How it all adds up to happiness

Y esterday, dropping my 
first born off at col- 
lege, I carried eight 
bags of clothes, three boxes, 
backpacks, shopping bags, 
andmiscellaneous other stuff 
up and down five flights of 
stairs many times. I put to- 
gether a set of shelves, a fan, a 
printer, and gave my daughter 
at least 25 hugs. I can mea- 
sure what I did for her yes- 
terday, in miles driven, hours 
spent and tasks completed, 
measuring accomplishments 
as I might do at work. 

Seventeen years ago I 
chose to make my children 
my job, becoming the pri- 
mary caregiver, stay-at- 
home parent, whatever you 


want to call it. I’ve worked a 
“real” job some of the time, 
coached teams, volunteered 
in the community, been on 
committees and boards but 
really, my work has been rais- 
ing my daughters. 

After leaving my girl on 
her campus, I wonder how 
can I measure what I’ve been 
doing all this time. In break- 
fasts cooked (about 5,500)? 
In doctors visits (around 
140, including three emer- 
gency room trips, four bro- 
ken bones, more than 20 X- 
rays, and numerous scans 
with different abbreviations)? 
In games watched (close to 
100 soccer, softball, volley- 
ball, gymnastics, basketball 


games, meets, 
or scrimmages, 
though I never 
did cross coun- 
try)? In loads of 
laundry, lunches 
packed, field 
trips gone on? 

Every fam- 
ily I know divides up the 
parenting in some way. Not 
just the diapers and dishes, 
but also the teacher confer- 
ences, performances, stay- 
ing home with a sick child, 
all the many, many, many de- 
mands related to our progeny. 
Even the homes with nannies 
or sitters can’t outsource all 
the requirements of parent- 
hood, still divvying up who 


misses work for a school play 
or spends the weekend driv- 
ing kids to a hockey tourna- 
ment in Albany. 

By being home most of 
the time, I’ve taken on more 
of the parenting stuff for my 
family. Some of it is specific, 
concrete tasks and measur- 
able time, but much of it is 
wispy and vague, tough to 
put your finger on. Morn- 


ing coffee with other par- 
ents, for example, is often 
maligned as the luxury of the 
stay-at-home parent, yet pro- 
vides the invaluable exchange 
of information about teach- 
ers, babysitters, coaches, re- 
sources, and the networking 
that ensures me and my chil- 
dren’s connection to friends 
and neighbors. 

Working parents I know 
do the same thing, just in dif- 
ferent ways. Going to eve- 
ning meetings and stand- 
ing around afterwards for 
sidewalk conversations or 
weekend play dates and slee- 
povers, they find a way to 
make the connections with 
other parents and meet their 


children’s friends. 

Trying to measure what 
being at home has meant to 
my children and family is a 
fool’s game since lean never 
know what the consequences 
of a different choice would 
have been. We’re all using 
the same math to weigh our 
value as parents and in the 
end, there is no scale or cal- 
culator for the task. 

I can’t compute what I’ve 
given to my daughter, but af- 
ter one last hug, as I watched 
her strolling down the hall 
with her roommates for the 
start of college, I felt like I 
could see what all these years 
have added up to. 

What a great feeling.

the legislation, saying film 
crews make rude neighbors, 
by taking over streets, shin- 
ing bright lights late into the 
night, and even unlawfully 
assaulting Mother Nature. 

“They knock down 
branches,” said Rolf Carle, 
who lives on picturesque 
Milton Street in Greenpoint. 

“They tape signs to the trees, 
which is illegal, and when 
they take the signs off, the 
bark comes off.” 

Brooklyn Heights and 
Greenpoint, both areas that Levin represents, are film 
company favorites. Last year, Greenpoint neighbors of 
the soundstage hosting the television musical “Smash” 
clashed with crews over idling trucks and errant park- 
ers. 

Carle thinks Levin’s proposal is a good idea, but 
says that the mayor’s office exiting the bed it shares 
with the film industry would go a long way towards 
addressing the problem. 

“We need a way to enforce the laws we have now,” 
he said. “The fox is guarding the hen house.” 

In extreme cases, film companies have turned neigh- 
borhood streets into “Groundhog Day,” like when “Board- 
walk Empire” filmed on a Dumbo street for 180 days 
over a year-long period between 2011 and 2012, ac- 
cording to Levin. 

Levin has also proposed a law that would suspend 
alternate-side parking in areas where film crews are 
shooting. So far, that bill has languished, but it may go 
up for another vote next session. 

Representatives at Mayor’s Office of Media and En- 
tertainment declined to comment on Levin’s proposal, 
other than to say they are reviewing it.

Heights and we thought that there was really nowhere 
to see live music,” said Eric Sosa, one of the scenesters 
behind the new venture. “There are bars that do music, 
but there’s nowhere to go seven days a week.” 

The rock shop is set to open in November on a light 
industrial block of Classon Avenue between Pacific and 
Dean streets, across the street from a place that sells 
live chickens and goats. Friends and Lovers’ owners 
say the name was inspired by the huge amount of sup- 
port they received from their bros and beaus when first 
pitching the venue plan. 

The nearby Franklin Avenue corridor has been trans- 
formed in the last half-decade, with more than 50 busi- 
nesses opening since 2008, but the aural entrepreneurs 
say the establishments have made the area a destina- 
tion for cold brew coffee and brick oven pizza — not 
nightlife, yet. 

The pair of proprietors have lived in the neighbor- 
hood for three years and Sosa will bring business chops 
from Dumbo’s Galapagos Art Space and other venues 
where he has booked acts. The two friends — not lov- 
ers — say they hope to recreate the cozy, eclectic vibe 
of the Manhattan indie hot spot Pianos. 

The two say they think the honky-tonk will be a hit 
with locals starved for live indie rock and electronic 
music, and that they are not worried about rising rents 
pushing out their bohemian customer base just yet. 

“[Crown Heights is] actually a hotbed for creativity 
and entrepreneurs,” Mora said. 

Average rent for a two-bedroom apartment in the 
neighborhood increased $165 over the last 13 months 
to $2,190, according to the Brooklyn Rental Market 
report.
